extracting plural kinds of information from the detected electromagnetic 

wave, derive therefrom information on the living body and information 

inherent to the living body (column 2, lines 16-31); and 

comparing the information on the living body and the information inherent 

to the living body with preliminarily memorized information (column 2, lines 

10-15). 

2.1 .2 The subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 7 differs from the disclosure of 
D1 in that the high frequency range is in particular 300 Ghz to 30 THz. 

2.1 .3 The skilled person, without exercise of any inventive skills, would consider 
different high frequency ranges including the 300 GHz to 30 THz when 
operating the device of D1 . The proposed solution in independent claims 1 and 
7 thus cannot be considered inventive (Article 33(3) PCT).
